(Earnest Seeker.) 
Answer.—As inquirers we have two 
methods open to us. 
One is to seek 
among all the views suggested by the 
various sects of the church, and to 
take from each that element w'liich we 
might consider truth—an endless task. 
A difficulty “which we should meet by 
Jiis method would be, that if our judg­ 
ment were warped and twisted, or our 
prejudice bent in any direction—and 
whose are not?—these difficulties would 
prevent our correct selection, aud we 
might choose the error and reject the 
truth. Again, if we should adopt this 
as our method we should lose much, 
because the truth is progressive, shin­ 
ing more and more unto the perfect 
day, to those who search for it and 
walk in the light of it w'hile the va­ 
rious creeds of the various sects are 
fixed and stationary, and were made 
so centuries ago. 
And each of them 
must contain a large proportion of er­ 
ror, since each in some important re­ 
spects contradicts the others. 
This 
method would lead into a labyrinth of 
bewilderment and confusion. The oth­ 
er method is to divest our minds of all 
prejudice, and to remember that none 
can know more about the plans of God 
than He has revealed in His Word, and 
that it w*as given to the meek and low­ 
ly of heart; and, as such, earnestly 
sincerely seeking its guidance and in­ 
struction only, we shall by its great 
Author be guided to an understanding 
of it, as It becomes due to be under­ 
stood, by making use of the various 
helps divinely provided. See Ephesians 
4:11-10. 
We are especially favored 
that in our day these teachers come to 
us through the printed page so that 
they may be studied and reviewed.

SILO IS VALUABLE ADJUNCT 


Poor Man's Necessity and Rich Man’s 
Luxury, Says Connecticut Ex­ 
periment Station Bulletin. 


A bulletin of the Connecticut experi­ 
ment station says that “the silo is the 
poor man’s necessity 
and the 
rich 
man’s luxury, for by it both gain a bet­ 
ter and more independent living.** It 
is a well-know'n fact that much more 
of the nutrients in the corn plant and 
other forage crops can be saved in 
the silo than by any ether method. Be 
sides the advantage of silage in the 
economy of preserving so large a per 
centage of the feeding quality of for­ 
age crops, it furnishes a succulent 
feed in the winter when it is needed 
to stimulate the assimilation of food 
in an animal, to keep the appetite ac­ 
tive and the digestive organs healthy. 
In a summary of its conclusions 
the bulletin says that any farm prod 
uct can be siloed providing there ie 
sufficient sugar in the mixture to be 
fermented into acid 
to preserve it. 
The following mixtures silo successful­ 
ly and make a very desirable and 
nearly balanced ration: Alfalfa and
